McCoy relative sues for money from Schoolcraft estate

SHOSHONE - A wrongful-death law- 
suit against the estate of Walter 
Schoolcraft is an attempt to recover 
funeral expenses, not to get rich, accord- 
ing to the father of the victims. 

^^ctor R. McCoy, father of Denise 
McCoy of Shoshone, filed tlie suit Oct. 10 
in Lincoln County Sth District Court. A 
Lincoln County coroner’s inquest jury 
determined last month that Schoolcraft 


murdered Denise McCoy and her four 
children in July. 

Schoolcraft, a bachelor farmer and 
neighbor of Denise McCoy, shot himself 
to death the same day, the jury found. 

Victor McCoy acknowledges that 
Schoo craft’s estate probably has little 
value his suit can claim. But he said he 
and Ws wife are facing 530,000 in bills for 
the funerals of his daughter and grand- 
children. 

"I guess the estate isn’t worth a whole 
heck of a lot,” McCoy said. “I’m not try- 


ing to profit from this. If I get a dollar, or 
a thousand, it’s all going to funeral 
-expenses." — 

McCoy said the suit could help bring a 
resolution to the case. 

“(Schoolcraft) caused my daughter’s 
and grandchildrens' deaths, that’s what 
the jury up there ruled. We deserve it, If 
the estate was worth SlOO million, I’d go 
after it," McCoy said. “But I wouldn’t 
take one red cent above funeral expens- 
es for my daughter and granddaughter’s 
lives. I couldn’t.”

health and safety of workers and 
nearby residents. Workers drink 
from water drawn from below the 
site. 

“We feel that the ivaste where 
it is now doesn’t present a risk to 
anyone,’’ he said.

Talestinians walk out of peace talks 


JERUSALEM (AF) — Deepening a sense of 
crisis In Israeli-Palestinian peace talks, 
Palestinian negotiators unexpectedly walked 
.out of talks in Jerusalem Monday night. 

Die walkout came hours after U.S. mediator 
Dennis Ross announced that he was retiiniing 
to Washington. Israelis and Palestinians 
blamed each other for an impasse after two 
weeks of talks, 

Ross said there had been progress in the lat- 
est round — but not enough. Israel, on the 
other hand, claimed that only details 
remained unresolved and accused 
Palestinians of .stalling. ’Jlie Pale.stinians .said 
Iwili were overestimating the progre.ss. 

The talks continued despite Ross’ depar- 
ture. But Palestinian negotiators “got up and 
walked out’’ of talks about security for the 
West Bank town of Hebro n afte r Israel makc-s 
an overdue troops wnlidrawal frtw the city, 
according to Moshe Fogel, a spokesman for 

I Israel’s govemment. 

I A Palestinian official said on condition of 
anonymity that chief Palestinian negotiator, 
Sael) Erekat, went to the nearby autonomous 
West bank city of Bethlehem to report to. 
Yasser Arafat on the new dis.agreement.s. 

Fogel .said the Palestinians walked out after 
the Israelis refused to renegotiate .aspects of 
the .agreement that had been worked out in 
recent negotiations. A separate committee 
working on civilian aspects of the new I lebron 
arrangement svas .still meeting, he said. 

Erekat had suggested earlier that Ross' 
a^ssment of prograss was overly optimistic. 

“Mr. Ross has been talking about progre.ss 
since the first day he got here,” he told The 
Assodated Press. “M.aybe in Ids way Mr. Ross ' 
sees progress, but in our way we do not see any 
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The main thrust of the talks is the miidi-

used to drop men and suppL'cs by 
basket from a large clattering 
helicopter because the ro^ was 
coo tiny In land on. 

- But early last Saturday, afi- 
cionados, a repair crew and guests 
of (he St. George Reef L'gh^ouse 
Preservation Society climbed 
nlwjird a small helicopter for the 
trip — five minutes by air — to 
the gray tower 6 miles west of 
Crescent City airport. 

Within minutes, the first flight 
to the lighthouse was skimming 
above the u-a\'cs M-itli a cargo of 
tools and eager people set to 
begin restoring the 10-f-year-old 
i^eacon, dark since 1975. 

Ownership of the lighthouse, 
located in the somerimes-trcadier- 
ous waters about 25 miles south of 
the Oregon border, was recently 
transferred to Del None Count}', 
with the understanding the soci- 
etj' would restore the tower. 

As the helicopter neared the 
150-foot beacon, it circled and pre- 
pared for a wind-wiiipped landing 
on a 3-f-foot platform near the 
b'gJithouse base. 

On Saturday, a floating brown- 
and-gray mass of sea lions bel- 
lowed in surprise at the abrupt 
human arrival. Gulls, suspended 
in the stiff wind, squawked. 

FLashliglus in hand, society offi- 
cials and guests entered the Ugln- 
house ond motmte'd the spiraling 


steps inside. Light, creeping in 
past wooden window covers, gave 
an occasional glimpse of tlio iso- 
lated keepers’ home.

CINCINNATI (AP) - The only 
surprising ching is that Dave 
Shula lasted this long. 

The head coach with the 
famous family chin and football 
pedigree never lived up to the 
Shula reputation during 4 1/2 los- 
ing seasons in Cincinnati. He 
couldn't win enough games or 
players’ respea, but kept his job 
because Bengals president Mike 
Brown liked him. ' 

Worried that a 1-G start had 
eroded public support when the 
team needed it most. Brown 
reluctantly fired Shula on 
Monday. Offensive coordinator 
Bruce Coslet, a former New York 
Jets head coach, takes over for 
tlie sea.son and could get the job 
long term if he wins. 

.Mthough Shula lost 50 games 
tuner than any coacfi in iNTL fiis- 
tory and finished 19-52, that's not 
what got him fired. Brown made 
only 'the second mid-.season 
coadiing change in franchise his- 
tory to try to help the team’s 
campaign for a new stadium. 

The Bengals must sell 50,000 
sea.son tickets and specified num- 
bers of club seats and luxury 
bo,\e.s hy next April to get a new 
stadium. They didn’t even come 
do.se to selling out two of their 
three home games this season, 
ntul fans were clamoring for a 
new head coach. 

"Our stadium project is a criti- 
cal thing to the future of the 
Bengals," Brown told a news con- 
ference a.s a subdued Shula stood 
by his side. “It has to succeed if 
we’re to make it a go here in 
Cincinnati, and we have under- 
cut our public support here by 
the way wo have not so much 
played but failed to win.” 

Shuln’s dismissal came on the 

. same day Jim Mura quit as conch . 
of the N ew Orlcan.s Saints — the

Shula, 37, was the youngest 
coach in the league and one of 
the least successful. His best sea- 
son tvas last year, wlicn the team

MURTAUGH - The public showdown 
between the town’s ousted high school 
principal and schools superintendent 
has been canceled. 

Ex-principal Keith Adams last week 
settled his dispute with the Murtaugh 
School Board and Superintendent Mike 
Cheslcy, ending a 5-month-Iong battle 
that had progressed to the Idaho 
Supreme Court. 

Adams ivill get a $30,656 settlement. 
The disnict iviU pay $20,656, one semes- 
ter’s pay, while the district’s insurance 
company will pay $10,000, according to a 
news release issued Monday by school 
board attorney Cumer Green of Boise. 

In return, the board received Adams' 
letter of resignation dated Oct. 14, and 
his promise to drop his Supreme Court 
appeal against the board, said Adams’ 
attorney, Mark Stubbs of Twin Falls. 

District Judge Daniel Mcehl last week 
signed a court order dismissing the case. 


Adams will receive money above a 
. usual semester's pay; in exchange, he 
promises not to sue Cheslcy on a 
defamation of character complaint. 
Stubbs said. 

Adams could not be reached for com- 
ment Monday. 

Adams had taught history and govem- 
ment at Murtaugh High School since 
- ^ Chcsiey said Monday, and was 
principal for two years. - 

“5 principal, Adams’ 
dtsctpUnc policy - which included pad- 
dlmg students in lieu of suspension or 
expulsion - caused critics to question his 
. suitability for the job. 

In the settlement, no parties admit 
any wrongdoing, Stubbs said. Any evi- 
that Cheslcy had against Adams 
should not become public, he added. 

As a condition of the settlement, 
Cheslcy and the School Board agreed 
not to discuss any details about Adams-' 
except for information outlined in 
school’s prepared statement, which 
gives only Adams’ dates of employment 


and the subjects he tauglu at Murtaugh. 

Meanwhile, Adams and Cheslcy are 
filing complaints against each other 
with the Idaho Department of 
Education’s Professional Standards 
Committee. However, details of the 
complaints may fall “under the umbrel- 
la of confidentiality,” Stubbs said. 

"It was in the best interest of both 
parties to settle,” Stubbs said, adding 
that the School Board would have 
opened the district up to a number of 
lawsuits if it had fired Adams, “It would 
have been a tremendous burden for the 
school district to have fought this any • 
further in court." 

The settlement may end a bitter pub- 
lic fight between Adams and adminis- 
trators. 

In May, the board demoted Adams to 
a history teacher’s job. 

Adams’ discipline did not Double the 
board as much-os his feud with Cheslcy, 
Chairman Stuart Tolmnn told a room 
full of Adams’ supporters at tiic board’s 
June 10 meeting, 


"It’s an ugly cancer," he said. "It 
^pws, and it gets worse as it grows, and 
It has to stop right now." 

In an executive session later that 
evening, Chesley handed board mem- 
bers a list of charges against Adams, 
wluch included insubordination, unpro- 
fessional conduct, the use of vulgar and 
intimidating language, physical intimi- 
dation and illegal access to Chesley’s 
computer files. 

He then recommended Adams’ com- 
plete dismissal. 

Cheslcy made similar allegations 
against the school librarian that 
evening, and also recommended her dis- 
missal. The board on July 26 rejected 
the recommendation, according to 
board minutes. 

By law, Adams'had the right to defend 
himself against Chesley's allegations in 
front of the School Board. Instead, 
Adams fought in court to keep the 
School Board from hearing his case, 
claiming the board had lost it.s objcctivi-

BOISE (AF) — A citizens pane) 
on Monday tentatively agreed to 
move from spring to fail the dis- 
tribution of S.100 to each lawmak- 
er for expenses run up dealing 
witli constituent business 
. between legislative sessions. 

Tile decision, to he ratified 
ne,\t month by the full Citizens 
Committee on Legislative 
Compensation, was in response to 
the failure of Republican' Rod 
Beck of Boise to turn the t'xpense 
allowance over to his successor' 
when he resigned from the 
Senate on April 12, 1995, to 
become the 596,000a-yenr direc- 
tor of the Idaho Housing and 
Finance Association. 

Nine days later, Republican 


Jolin Andreason was appointed 
to fill the vacancj'. But after three 
attempts, Andreason received 
none of the cash for mileage, 
postage and other miscellaneous 
e.xpenses during the eiglii months 
before the 19% legislative ses- 
sion began. 

Beck was attending a meeting 
111 Texas and was not immediate- 
ly available for comment. 

The expense allowance was 
first authorized by the citizens 
cornmittee for the 1989-1990 
Legislature .so the part-time law- 
makers would not have to finance 
official non-session business out 
of their oMTi pockets. The month- 
ly salarj- for legislators is 51,030. 

The expense znoney has been 
disbursed to incumbents in mid- 
April along with their regular 
paychecks because that is the 
first pay distribution after the 
end of the annual legislative se.s- 
sion.

‘■’Breed Monday to use a 
former Idaho state employee's lawsuit to 
decide how quickly government officials 
sued in state courts may appeal a denial of 
immunity. 

The justices will dedde by July whether 
a state trial Judge’s refusal to shield offi- 
cials from being sued under a commonly 
used civil rights law can be appealed 
• “f^ediately — before a trial goes fonvard.

Tliiny-two states — including California, 
Nevada and Montana — joined in a friend- 
of-the-court brief supporting an appeal 
Idaho Attorney General Alan Lance filed 
with the nation’s higliest coun. 

"Qualified immunity is a critical defense 
...State governments cannot afford to have 
this defense extinguished.” the states 
argued. 

Government officials often are sliielded 
from legal liability for their official acts by 
the doctrine of sovereign immunity. Such a 


shield IS available when no clearly estab- 
lished constitutional or federal richt wis 
violated, • , f • 

Fankell sued four officials of the 
Idaho State Liquor Dispensary after she 
was fired from iicr job at a nonhem Idaho 
liquor store in 1933. 

Her state coun lawsuit accused tlie four 
officials, among other things, of violating 
her rigiits as protected by an 1871 federal 
law. She souglu monetaiy damages. 

The four officials invoked qualified- 
immunity in seeking to have the lawsuit 


thrown out, but l,st District Judge James 
Michaud in Sandpoint refused to dismiss 
the case. 

When the officials sought to appeal that 
ruling before trial, the Idaho Supreme 
Coun’s clerk said such an appeal could not 
be heard by the state’s highest court 
becau.se it was not a final judgment. 

In the appeal acted on Monday the 
state’s lawyers argued that there is a feder- 
ally protected riglit to file such an immedi- 
ate-appeal, no matter wliai n state’s proce- 
dural laws may say.

The fear of missing out on a 
bonanza can be every bit as trou- 
blesome as the fear of gettinc 
cnuglit in a market ^op. 

But there is a simple, adam- 
able mechanism that almost ar^- 
one can use for simultaneous pro- 
tection from both those hazards.

At times like now, when stock 
prices are soaring to record 
hi^s, dollar cost averaging pro. 
vides an added reassurance. 

If you're worried that stocks 
have grown too expensive, with 
an averaging program you know 


that your fixed regular invest- 
ments — whether $50 a quarter 
or $5,0(K) a month — are buying 
fewer shares at today's high 
prices than you bought earlier at 
lower net asset values per share. 

Dollar cost averaging has ‘ 
"almost magical properties,” in 
the words of Norman Fosback, 
editor of a scries of investment 
letters published by the Institute 
for Econometric Research in 
Deerfield Beach. Fla. "Tlie aver- 
age cost per share bought via a 
dollar cost averaging program is 
always less than the average of 
the prices at which the shares arc 
bouglM." 

To see how this worlcs, consider 


this example: You make your 
first ins'cstment ' in the 
Hypothetical Fund with $2,000 at 
$20 a share, for a total of 100 
shares. 

A year later, you invest anotii- 
cr $2,000. In the interim, tlic 
price, as determined by the net 
asset s'aluc of Hypothetical’s 
portfolio, has risen to $25 a share, 
so you get just 80 shares for your 
money. 

The average price in those rivo 
traasactions was $22.50 a share. 
But, with 180 shares liouglu for a 
total of $4,000, your average cost 

IS $22.22. 

The greater the volatility of 
Hypothetical’s NAV from one

piircha.se to the next, the more 
. pronounced is the bentfit of tiie 
dollar cost averaging effect. 

Many variations are possible 
on this strategy theme. For 
instance, you can set up a for- 
mula for increasing the amount 
you invest when the price has 
fallen hy, say. 10 percent or 
more since your la.st purchase, 
and decreasing the amount after 
a price rise of 20 percent or 
more. 

But it isn't necessary to get that 
fane>- to put ihe.basic principle to 
work. In fact, many people who 
don t inv^-st any additional 
amounts at all after their initial 
purchase of a fund still may find 


themselves in the role of dolla 
cost averagers. 

That situation arises becaus* 
funds that realize profits or 
stocks or bonds they sell, oi 
receive interest or dividends or 
securities they hold, must pas: 
substantially all of those gains 
through to their shareholders 
each year. 

If you, like most fund investors 
have the.se distributions automat 
ically reinvested in new shares, 
you pay the going price at the 
time of remvesnnent. If the price 
IS relatively high, well, the 
amount reinvested buys fewer 
shares than it would have at a 
lower price.
